By the :wo Olive Trees are myſtically 
ſignified the Lords Miniſters and Prophets, 
who are here called Sons of Oyl, which 18 an 
Hebraiſm, and a Metaphorical Expreſhon 
borrowed from Zech, 4. 11, 14, Theſe are 
the two Anointed Ones that ſtand -by the 
LORD of the whole Earth, Such were the 
Priefts and Prophets of the LORD, who 
were Anointed, Exod, 28.41, & 1 Kings 
19, 16, Yea, and all the Saints who are 4 
Royal Prieſthood, x Per. 2. 9. have an 
{nftion from the Holy One, x Joha 2. 20, 
27, buteſpecially the Lord's Miniſters and 
Prophets, who being anointed with the Spie 
rit above their fellow-Brethren the Sams, 
do empty the golden Oy out of themſelves; 
into the ſeve» Lamps of the golden Candle- 
ſticks, 

By the two Candleſticks, are figured forth- 
the vifible ttue conflituted Churches of Je-. 
ſus Chriſt, as plainly appears by his own 10- 
- ferpretation, Chap. 1.20, And the ſeven. »

This Politick, and Eccleſiaſtickh POWE R 
1s the ſame POWER, that the rex Kings of 
the Roman-Kingdom received alſo ONE 
HOUR with the Beaft, that #5 to ſay, at the 
ſame Time, when the Beaſt received his 
Antichriſtian POWER from the DRA- 
GON, chap. 17. 12. Which mixt Politi- 
cal and Ecclehaſtical Power the te» Kings 
or Kingdoms do exerciſe for rhe BEAST 
avainſt CHRIST and his Saints, chap. 17, 
I}, 14, and Chap. 19, 19, 20, 21, wnto 
therr own Deſiruttisn, 

Now afloon as this Antichriſlian Beaſt 
with his ren Horns was riſex out of the 
SEA, towit, the troubles, tumults, con- 
fuſions, and diviſions of the Roman-Em- 
pire, when by the WARS of the Barbart= 
. ans the Roman-Empire was diſſipated into 
ten Kingdoms; At which Time alſo this 
ſame Beaſt with his two Horns, is ſaid to
